Continuation of #3: Applicant has amended independent claims 1,2, 11 and 18 by 
adding proposed new limitations "a homogeneous opaque polymer backing" and "and wherein 
the homogeneous opaque polynier backing includes means for web edge guided optical 
recognition for dispensing the punched shaped parts", which require a new search and/or further 
consideration. 

Continuation of #11: The appUcation is not placed in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments are drawn to a proposed claim amendment, which is not being entered. 
Thus, the argxmients are not commensurate in scope with the claims. Specifically, the 
appUcant's arguments drawn to the Umitations "a homogeneous opaque polymer backing" and 
"and wherem the homogeneous opaque polymer backing includes means for web edge guided 
optical recognition for dispensing the punched shaped parts" have not been entered. Therefore, 
the arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims of record. Applicant's arguments 
of record are not found persuasive because they rely on the non-entered amendments. Apphcant 
is referred back to the final rejection of record in the Office Action dated July 6, 2005.
